The company is seeking to 
have 11 of its NitineC fallers 
found guilty of contempt of 
court for their alleged failure 
to obey an April 27 injunction 
which had ordered ttMm to 
end an illegal strike. 

The contempt action is one 
of a series before the courts 
lollowing injunctions arising 
from work stoppages among 
B.C. coast fallers. 

Tlie .\pril injunction was 
granted to the company by* 
B.C. Supreme Court Judge A. 
A. Mackoff on allegations 
the company that its Nitinat 
fallers had walked the job 
ill concert. Tlie company 
claimed they did so for the 
purpose of forcing it to meet 
their demands in o(M\nectlon 
w-ith negotiations for a pricing 
agreement. 

Crown Zellerbach began 
contempt proceedings when 
the 11 fallers. alter they had 
been served with copies of toe 
injimctloh requiring an end to 
(lie alleged strike, continued 
to stay away from their jobs. 

.McCon said the fallers knew 
of the injunction, knew why it 
had been issued, knew that It 
was an order of a court Uie 
land, yet w*hen they were 
asked gave no valid reason 
(or not returning to work or 
made any apparent effort to 
change their cmiduct, or ex¬ 
plain toeTr'acHohs.

THE WAR IS HELL theory k « produot at 
the Ute Sixties, early Seventies. It k an 
apfMt»ch light years differertt to what many 
o( us were weaned on. 

The history books of my generation glori¬ 
fied war. they made war deeds the uMnwUe In 
man's bravery. They made war the central 
theme surpassing, even, the tales of marvel¬ 
ous derring-do by the explorers of the world. 

The history books were not the only cul¬ 
prit. Soldiers returning from the First World 
War held young minds captive with thrilling 
stories of the trenches, of battles like Vimy, 
Ypres. 

MY FATHER told me such stories, and 
yet my father had been badly wounded and 
lived the rest of his days wltii painful re¬ 
minders of the wounls ar^ with a chest con¬ 
dition brought on by mustard gas. 

Still it wasn't until I was old mough to 
join up for the Second World War that hia 
real, deep-down thoughts surfaced. Prior to 
my leaving for active service, he took me 
a long, quiet drive in the coimtry. He made 
many admisskms that sunny afternoon, 
many admissi >ns that war was not the 
heroic Holy Grail that long-ago memory 
made it out to be. 

> 

••DONT TRY to be a hero,” he told me, 
“Heroes don't live long.” 

That day the truth came out of him. the 
truth that had long be«i subjugated by the 
telling of the action stories, stories that were 
undoubtedly true in content, but mere cover- 
ups of the bell of war. 

And didn’t every youngster get a set of Coy 
soWlers tor CSiristmasT DMnH we play at 
war and didn't we enjqy the endless games of 
cowboys and Indlansf Weren’t we brain¬ 
washed utterly and completely? 

"Bang!, you're dead! 

Every youngster hollered those wordr 
hundreds of times, so when we were eventu¬ 
ally faced with the real thing, we didn't ask 
the questions young people ask today. 

THERE 18, I must admit, a difference 
from our war and the war being waged in In¬ 
dochina today. Ours was a war to stop the 
w)rld oofiquest dreams of Hitler. The In¬ 
dochina thing may or may not be the start of 
a world conquest, but It k hard to equate the 
killing of thousands on both sides with world 
conquest. 


Besides, our war w«s the war to end all 
wars — there was a purpose and we believed 
every last word of it. It Is obvious that many 
U.S. serx’icemen do not hold such beliefs 
today. Many of them openly txpreu an op¬ 
posite opinion, whereas I can't ever re¬ 
member hearing a Canadian serviceman 
state that the Second War was useless and 
that we shouldn't be involved In it. 

WE BirCHED about conditions, about of¬ 
ficers, about everything the damn war was 
costing us personally, but we never ques¬ 
tioned the need for being there in the first 
place. 

I can recall the thrill of hearing that a Ca¬ 
nadian hod been awarded the greatest honor' 
of all. the Victoria Cross. This was the epito¬ 
me «)f bravery and such men were accorded 
the respect of such bravery. But. how many 
more received the award posthumously than 
those who had it pinned on proud chests at a 
Buckingham Palace ceremony? 

The Itorean conflict threw the war-toend- 
all-wars theory Into the nearest receptacle 
for tarnished dreams. War was still king. 

VIETNAM. Bangladesh, Palestine. Nigeria, 
the list goes on and on. Killings, atrocities, 
countries laid to waste. TWe importance of 
the United Nations stands as a pathetic mon¬ 
ument to the inability of men and nations to 
police the world in a non-violent way. 

The sight of one mutilated body would be 
enough to change any war-oriented mind to 
anti-war hatred. I saw btood spread aB over 
the place and the so-called glories of sear 
became a pornographic negative on my 
mind. I saw relatively little of It. I’d hate to 
have been witness to what many fellow Cana- 
Uans had Irrevocably planted in their minda. 

IT ISN'T really too difficult now, there¬ 
fore. to understand the feelings of the young 
towards the abomination in Vietnam. They 
can see nothing but a terrible protracted 
bk)od bath. They can see no light at the end ^ 
of the tunnel. 

To them, war k hell, especially a war 
they honestly feel the United SUtes has no 
license to be in. Thousands would undoubted¬ 
ly feel different if the U.S. was atUcked. but 
tills is not the case and every day of con¬ 
tinued U.S. participation alienatea them fur¬ 
ther. 

Glorinus victories of war are lost on them 
and 1 can’t knock such an omiasion. 


Ear Drum Puncture

Dear I>r. Thostesoa: Our 
son, 1$, has his Boy Scout 
merit badge for swimming 
and is working on his Senior 
Life Sa\1ng. 

He has an ear infection and 
the doctor says the ear drum 
is punctured. Since he has 
had previous ear infections 
while swimming. I’m not at 
all certain that be should con¬ 
tinue. 

If he does continue, would a 
nose clip be preferable to ear 
plugs? Or should he avoid 
swimming? — .Mrs. V.W. 

When the car drum is punc¬ 
tured, water can get into the 
delicate middle ear. and stray 
germs' that ordinarily would 
present no hazard can indeed 
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cause infections. And ear in¬ 
fections are dangerous! 

Nose clips won't prexent 
water from entering the ear, 
and I am doubtful that ear 
plugs would do a good enough 
job, either. While swimming 
is an excellent exercise, my 
advice would be to give it up 
when an ear drum is punc-

proper way, prepared to take

in an essential service, then 
you have to take steps.”

The department will alto 
offer a new industrial rela¬ 
tions advisory service with 
the goal being to define prob- 
lenu “that otherwise might 
be deferred and unnecesaarlly 
create heat and congestion at 
the bargaining table or worse, 
blow up Into wildcat strikes.”

r>BCAUSE aC’S CRIKE rate leads all tfie 
A> rest, tills province will be the first to experi¬ 
ence more o( the federal goyemment's new piison 
poticiea, says Canada's soficitor general. 

In a Vancouver address a short time ago Jean- 
Pierre Coyer mentioned three specific projects: a 
new maximum security penitentiary, a psychiatric 
care institution, and the proposed boarding out of 
lawbreakers with senior citizens. 

'Hiere is not much doubt about the need for the 
first two. Existing facilities are crowded and a gi^ 
many crimes can be laid to twisted minds calling 
for psychiatry. It’s the third part of the program 
that Mr. Coyer first talked about in Manh which 
still leaves an uncomfortable feeUng about the 
whole operation of the aoiicitor general's depart¬ 
ment. 

Mr. Coyer says there are many inmates of 
prisons who are there because of emotional insta¬ 
bility due often to lack of parental training. 

Some of these (and they would be screened 
out carefully, it is mid) would be placed in the 
homes of older couples wanting them. The “desper¬ 
ate and dangerous" would not be included, just 
thc^ whose shaky upbringing led them to crime. 

"Why not treat them as human beings and 
make their reintegration into society easier?” is 
the way Mr. Coyer put it 

The general reaction to the proposal when 
first forwarded was that the solicitor genei^al was 
having a pipe-dream. And he continues to do so. 


Despite the lack of enthusiasm shown by the 
senior citizens thmnselves, or perhaps because of H, 
he now is talking about the possibility of extendiirg 
the plan to the boarding of prisoners with younger 
families to give them the experienoe of life that 
many of them never have had. 

TTus is reaching beyond reality a hft further. 
Mr. (Joyer has only to look at the parole system to 
see that. 

Rehabilitation is of prime importance, as Mr. 
Coyer says in pointing out that the intake of pris¬ 
oners into fednal penitentiaries is about 3,500 a 
year and increasing. 

About 80 per cent of them have been in prison 
before, he also points out, to show that something 
more must be done than is being aitiempted now to 
encourage them to strai^ten up. 

So you parole them to private homes in the 
face of the fact that in Canada last year 32 per 
cent of pr isoners who were i-eieased under special 
condition before they had completed their sen¬ 
tences violated the terms of release — showed con¬ 
tempt, as The Spectator of Hamilton points out, for 
the system that had trusted them. 

And therein lies the weakness to the prisoner- 
bearding pian, whether it Involves elderly couples 
of young families. The disdain that is shown for so¬ 
ciety is so marked that more than a taste of normal 
family life, if in fact it could be normal under the 
circumstances, is needed to change the law¬ 
breaker's thinking and his ways. 




Action from Opposition

government initiative, came from Frank Howard, a 
New Democrat from Skeena, whose motion con¬ 
demning the use of tankers to cany oil from Val¬ 
dez, Alaska, to Cherry Point, Wash., required 
unanimous consent for its accepUutce. It succeeded. 

The government now is in the unusual position 
of having to defiver a message on high policy to 
the Unit^ States at the behest of an opponent. 
Normally a motion from that quarter wot^ have 
had short shrift. But Mr. Howaiti's was so o^ous- 
ly in the public interest that it could not be denied. 

The extraordinary thing about this ^nation is 
that the administration falM to initiate the move, 
aware as it must be of the Increasingly anxious op¬ 
position to the American project both in British 
Columbia and neighboring states. 

The second important Onxjsition contribution 
to debate came from Robert Stanfield, Conserva¬ 
tive Party leader, with a recommendation for a 
"constant” tax dollar. 

Since the pitrocsal would force the govem- 
to Pariiament for approval of tax

increases instead of sitting back and allowing infla¬ 
tion “to do its dirty work,” as Mr. Stanfield said, it 
could hardly have been expected Prime Minister 
Trudeau would father such a scheme. But Mr. 
Stanfidd has made it an attractive part of party 
policy. The problem will be to explain it. 

Taking the 1971 dollar value as a base, Mr. 
Stanfield would match the rate of inflation — the 
increase in the cost of living — by a i^uctlon of in¬ 
come tax. If living costs rose by 10 per cent in a 
year, for example, the amount of the taxpayer’s in¬ 
come subject to tax would be reduced by the same 
proportion. 

Mr. Stanfield went on to-elaborate on fmther 
changes in intjpme tax procedures, whereby individ¬ 
uals would be granted credits for their de^ndants, 
and in relation to age and earning capacity, bene¬ 
fits he would introdtice when be forms a govern¬ 
ment Not mly would his proposal simplify the tax 
system but it would save hdf a billion dollars a 
year for taxpayers who can least afford their bur¬ 
den. 

Mr. Howard's message to Washington may not 
rock President Nixon's administration but Mr. 
Stanfield's sober suggestion may well disturb the 
treasury benches as much as it attracts the Canadi¬ 
an taxpayer.

I do not agree with the 
chairman of Douglas College 
who suted that the regi nai 
colleges must be freed of 
their financial ties to the pub¬ 
lic sctx)ols so they can con* 
tlnue to grow. Camosun 
lege has had little /lifficulty 
progressing from a nil budget 
to over $1 mlUton doliars in 
less than one year of operat¬ 
ing. From the frequait ad¬ 
vertisements in thb local 
press for college staff, at 
starting salaries of $16,000, 
it would appear that the num¬ 
ber of personnel and the cost 
is steadily increasing each 
month. 

Similar statements by those 
who receive direct financial 
benefit from the growth of nu¬ 
merous education institutiomi 
are most repetitious, monoto¬ 
nous and exceedingly es, c • 
sive for the majority of citi¬ 
zens. who in turn ate com¬ 
pelled to provide the funds to 
sup{X>rt the staff, students i.nd 
the operational costs associat¬ 
ed with the unit. 

If the government does 
seriously considor the chair¬ 
man’s recommendation and 
establishes a privince-wide re¬ 
gional college advisory board. 
I hope the board itoes not re¬ 
semble the governing body 
that controls the universities. 
Our university, in my opinitto, 


as it has grown, has become 
more impersonal and more in¬ 
sensitive to the needs of the 
c<M&munity. In October. 1971. 
I wrote to the head of a de- 
{lartment at the University of 
Victoria requesting intorma- 
tion for a local volunteer com¬ 
munity group; to date, I hive 
not even had the courtesy of a 
reply.

Lima has been awaking to daily revelations that 
make most of them seem like fairy tales: the Bnanch- 
ero affair. 


Nixon Stakes All on Russians Intentions 


The story threads Jta way 
through the high command o( 
Hitler's Germany, the cwicen- 
tration camps of mid-EurO|>e 
and the Gestapo domination 
France, through the Vati¬ 
can, and the espionage in¬ 
trigues of post-war Italy to 
South America. 

To the ghostly haven of 
Kichmann, plucked from Ar¬ 
gentina by Israel secret 
agents, and the secret 
fortresses of the Bormans and 
the Mengeles. 

And to the sinister murder 
of Luis B’^chero Rossi. 

A multi-millionaire at 42, 
Branchero was Peru's leading 
industrialist. From domina¬ 
tion of the country's fishing 
industry, his power crept out 
to control banking, insurance 
and publishing. He even 
owned his own football team. 
Branchero’s companies, it 
was said, were always the 
biggest and most powerful. 

On January. 1, Branchero's 
secretary reported an "ac¬ 
cident" at his country house 
outside Lima. The industri¬ 
alist had been beaten over the 
head and face, and twice 
stabbed in the back. Within 
hours a local youth. Juan 
Vilca, son of Branchero's gar¬ 
dener, hed confessed to what 
has become in Peru the 
"crime of the century." 

Key witnesses, however, 


failed to agree on practically 
every point of substance. In 
particular, Vilca and bran- 
chero's secretary. Eugenia 
Sessarego, who both admitted 
being present at the murder, 
disagreed on how many 
others were present and how 
the murder was actually car¬ 
ried out. Medical evidence 
later contradicted both state¬ 
ments. 

Further evidence suggested 
that V i 1 c a ' 8 confessed 
"murder weapons" wore not 
those used in the crime, that 
Branchero had prc^bly been 
murdered elsewhere and his 
body carefully placed In his 
own home, and that his death 
took place some hours before 
Eugenia repotted the "ac¬ 
cident." 

Even these contradictions 
gave no hint of what was to 
follow. Several weeks later, a 
neighbor of Branchero, Ger¬ 
man-bom Klaus Altman, 
slipped quietly across the 
border Into neighboring Boli¬ 
via. Altman, the government 
made known, was no longer 
welcome in Peru. 

Hard on his heels came the 
report that Klaus Altman, 
business executive, was Klaus 
Barbie, former Gestapo chief 
in Lyon a man high on 
the list oi war criminals 
sought by the French govern¬ 
ment.

Mystery Deepens 


Altman's alleged double 
Identity flamed Immediate 
speculation of the invedve- 
jnent of a^mysterious group of 
foreigners in the murder 
drama. Speculation height¬ 
ened by the activities of an 
AngJo-Peruvian businessman 
Jolm Hall, described as a 
close friend of Branchero's 
secretary Eugenia. 

Hall and Klaus Altman, 
claim the police, were good 
friends and met regularly at a 
bar in fashionable Mlraflores, 
a seaside suburb of Lima. It 
was here that Altman first 
met Eugenia./He had already 
admitted toioSowlng the other 
key suspect, Juan Vilca. 
whom he described as a 
"good boy, without the heart 
to kill anyone." 

Since then, the tempo of 
events has incr^sed daily. 
Witnesses come and go, fre¬ 
quently to be recalled. Bran¬ 
chero's body was exhumed for 
re-examination. And the 
young judge in charge of the 
case. Santos Chichizola. 
though not yet a household 
name, has shot to overnight 
fame. 

Former Nazi Officers fea¬ 
ture high on Santos' list of 
suspects, foremost among 
them Frederic Schwendt. now 
aged 66 and 25 years resident 
in Peru. 

Schwendt. it is alleged. Is 
the man behind the organiza¬ 
tion to protect ex-Nazi war 
criminals. It is suggested that 
during January, it was he 
who ensured Altman's protec¬ 
tion and arranged his flight to 
Bolivia. And that Schwendt is 
the intellectual author of the 
Branchero murder. 

An ex-SS colonel, his no¬ 
toriety in Peru is long-es¬ 
tablished. He) has already ap¬ 
pealed on thO 8U8{)ecU list of 


another assassinatiem, a Span¬ 
iard named Sartorius, for 
which his daughter Ingrid was 
sent to prison. 

Accused by his son-in-law of 
gun-running, and by others of 
pasting military secrets to 
various Latin American coun¬ 
tries, Schwendt has to far 
evaded the clutchee of the 
local police. On the other 
hand, a former biisiness as¬ 
sociate accused by Schwendt 
of drug-trafficking, is now In 
jail. 

The intrigues of that case, 
almost inevitably it seems, 
have drawn a link between 
Schwendt and the dead roan. 

After the war, Schwendt 
Joined the U.S. counter¬ 
espionage service in Italy. His 
aide-de<amp waa an Italian 
named Qavac. 

Another of the key suspects, 
an executive atOYSSA (Bran¬ 
chero’s major company, from 
which all others are con- 
trcrfled), and a man having 
access to all Branchero’s 
most Important files, is an ex- 
German carrying Italian doc¬ 
uments issued by the Intema- 
ticmal Red Cross and ratified 
by the Vatican. His name is 
Alejandre Clavac. 

Sources in Lima claim that 
he is the same Clavac that 
served with Schwendt in Italy. 

The group was completed, It 
seems, in the last days of De- 
cembo*. Shortly before the 
death of Branchero. Joseph 
Mengele, medical officer at 
Aus<^witz and referred to lo¬ 
cally as the "Hangman of 
Auschwitz" and "Enemy of 
Mankind Number One," is re¬ 
ported to have been in Lima. 
He had set out from his haven 
in Paraguay on a "secret mis¬ 
sion." traveling under a false 
name.

The early r^ds on Haiphong 
also failed to carry the mes¬ 
sage, or, if they did, Russia's 
leverage on Hanoi was less 
than the Kremlin was pre¬ 
pared to admit.

In¬ 
terpol officials have arrived 
in Uma to check on the traf¬ 
fic in forged passports, Israeli 
agents are known to have 
passed through recently in 
their .Itunt for war criminals. 
And a $50,000 reward has just 
been offered to foe PeruWan 
police for Ihe capture of Men¬ 
gele. 

Across the border in I.^ 
Paz, the facc-to.4ace meetii^ 
which promised to settle the 
identity of Barbie, alias Alt¬ 
man, has failed to take place. 
Itla Halaunbrenner. a French 


resistance worker, was Inter¬ 
rogated by Barbie in Lyon, 
her husband and sons were 
executed by the same man. 

The living proof of Altman's 
identity, she was unable ^to 
pass judgment from recent 
photographs and was flown to 
Bolivia for a final confronta¬ 
tion. Altman, however, re¬ 
fused to meet,.her personally. 
Instead, both pa^es have 
agreed on $7,000 compensa¬ 
tion. 

Which leaves the situation, 
as the saying goes, with the 
informatfon end answers 
known to the authorities, but 
closely guarded. There arc 
some in Peru who hope those 
answers will never be re¬ 
leased. 

Four montos after the 
murder, tlie mystery has 
moved little closer to solution. 
'Witnesses ctmtinue to change 
their stories — the unfortu¬ 
nate Juan VUca has so far 
given four completely diver¬ 
gent accounts of "the truth." 
and thF beautiful lEogenia at 
least two. ^ 

Frederic Sctiwent, howev¬ 
er. may have dabbled in one 
intrigue too many. An order 
has been issued for his deten¬ 
tion ; when police searched his 
villa they found a large 
amount of money as well as a 
cache of arms. 


He is possibly best known to 
Canadians here as a forceful 
mentoer ot the 1970 cabinet 
committee to re-examine the 
U.S. oil import program. 

He and four others recom- 
m^ed that the current 
quota system be aeVapped in 
favor of a much less restric¬ 
tive tariff system.

Informed observers specu¬ 
lated that there would almost 
certainly be a change of at¬ 
mosphere and style — if not a 
change of substance — In fu¬ 
ture U.S. trade negotjation.s 
with C!anada under Shultz.

Omnally took a tough nego¬ 
tiating stance on international 
trade and monetary matters, 
not only with Canada but also 
with such growing trade 
rivals as Japan and the Com¬ 
mon Market.

In his preset post*" Shultz 
has pufabcly shied away from 
Involvement in the controver¬ 
sial international trade and 


economic situatkin, his pro¬ 
nouncements centring mostly 
on the domestic problems of 
inflation, unemployment, liv¬ 
ing costs and. of course, the 
vast U.S. budget deficit.

However, in a New York 
8|>eech a year ago he suggest¬ 
ed the U.S. needed a co- 
oridinated international eco¬ 
nomic policy geared to chang¬ 
ing uJs. foreign policy and 
national security goals, noting 
that about 60 govcmmenl 
agencies have formed U.S. in- 
lemational eccmomic policy, 
resulting in frequent conflicts 
and overlapping. 

Connally, in recent months, 
has echoed this philos^^Jhy 
suggesting there should be 
more coordination between 
domestic, economic and 
foreign policies.

Shultz left the relative quiet 
of academic life as dean of 
the University of Chicago 
graduate school of business 
for the political life. 

Shultz demonstrated his po¬ 
litical agility as chairman 
the cabinet-level dll conunit- 
lee. becoming convinced that 
neither national security nor 
any other argument of d<mies- 
tic producers justified the 
quota cuibs on conif)etiitlon.

Although the oil industry is 
a heavy contributtn* to the Re¬ 
publican party, four other 
member including State , 
Setretaiy William Rogers 
.joined hm in the majority re¬ 
port urging quotas be re¬ 
placed with a tariff system.

It w^s so heavily defended 
that some analysts concluded, 
much too optimistically, that 
the North Vietnamese were 
building it for defensive pur¬ 
poses, as a redoubt to be used 
as a bargaining counter at the 
conference table. 

As we now know, tt was in¬ 
tended to provide ibe spring¬ 
board for the invasion west 
of Saig<Mi. and to assure the 
North Vietnamese forces here 
a sufficient stockpile of arms 
and ammunition as to make 
them indeg>endent of any in¬ 
terdiction ot the Ho Chi Minh 
trail.

Weather, not supfriles, will 
be the feotor that wiU cloM out 
the northern offensive here 
and in the central highlands. 
The rains begin this nKmth. 
but there is still time for one 
more major effort. 

Tliere is also time in Cam¬ 
bodia and Laos for the North 
Vietnamese forces to es¬ 
tablish themselves even more 
favorably than they are now. 

In other words, Nixon's deci¬ 
sion to blockade the porta 
North Vietnam is not Ucely to 
prevent the North Vietnamese 
from dramatically improving 
their negotiating position. If 
they were to push their effort 
for another month, they might 
well have Hue and Kontum 
and much else besides. 


But that wlH be ft. There will 
be no drive on Saigon, no 
push south through DaNang, 
once the pipeline is really cut.

If the Russians are genuine, 
and Nixon is correct in bis as¬ 
sumption that Nfoscow is real¬ 
ly interested in better rela- 
tkms with the UiUted States, 
this bold bid offere the firft 
reel hope ot a ecdutkm to tiie 


war that falls short of a eom- 
cnunlst takeover. 

If toe idea of an internatfon- 
cUy supervised ceasefire 
seems Utopian these days, toe 
attempt to preserve the peace 
in this way should be better 
by far than the continued 
bloodshed. 


If the Russians are not genu¬ 
ine, or fear that the North 
Vietnamese may move in a 
direetkm that will give China 
an advantage unless they give 
evidence of strength and soli¬ 
darity. then Nixon's gamble 
could beo<xne veiy serious, in¬ 
deed. We can only wait and

The men. Mkhad Lovejoy, 
21, of SMney. M ch arg e d wUh 
criminal negligence causing 


death In connection with the 
accident in which Michael 
ViUers, 20. of Sidney was 
kUled. 

During the opening day of 
the trial bdore Mr. Justice R. 
A. Woottgn and a IJ-men 
Jury, court was told that the 
single-car accident oocuired 
on the West Saanich Road 
where it runs alongside Pa¬ 


tricia Bay near the Union Bey 
Indian reserve. 

Sidney RCMP Omsteble Mi- 
chad 'Qarabut testified that, 
from tire maria found at tiie 
scene, he had ooncliHied that 
the car apparently driv en by 
Lovejoy had been gdng south 
on the road when it had 
crossed the centre line on a 
curve and gone off the other 
side of the road. 

It had tra\eUed about 75 
feet off the road and then hit 
a tekf^Tone pole elmoet dead 
head-on, Oarebut said. There 
were no skid marks on the 
road itself, he eeid. 

The Saanich policeman. 
Detetdve • Ounstable W. C. 
Turner, testified he adminis¬ 
tered the breath-analysis test 
to Lovejoy and obtained the 
.10 reading. 

In his opinkm. he said, this 
reading meant that Loveje^ 
“was Impaired; he wasn’t a 
drunken driver, he wasn't 
heavily impaired, but he was 
impaired.’* 

Sidney RCMP Corwtable 
Garry Mcl\x>r. who drove 
Lovejoy to the Saanich police 
station for the test to be 
taken, said he believed Love- 
joy's ability was moderately 
impaired. 

Brian Sriiith is citkiti coun¬ 
sel in the case, assited by 
Allan Watson. Lovejoy is re¬ 
presented bv Lloyd McKenzie, 
assisted by Hod MacDonald. 

The trial continues today.

Vancouver Islanders are to become the guinea pip for 
new hunting-firearms regulationa approved by provincial 
order-in-council this week. If the bup can be ironed out the 
new licencing regulations will be made to apply to all the 
province at a later date. 

Only on Vancouver Island will would-be adult hunters ap¬ 
plying for a hunting licence for the first time be compelled to 
take an eight to KMiour hunter training, ocmservatlon and 
outdoor safety examination. It will cemsist of attendance at a 
series of lectures and examinations conducted by, or under 
the control of, the fish and wildlife branch. 

The course will include the safe handling of firearms, 
identification of wildlife, knowledge of outdoor safety and sur^ 
vival, hunting ethics, wildlife legislation and first aid. 

That means if you haven’t had a hunting licence before 
you had better get on a course quickly if you want to qualify 
in time for this year's hunting season. It will entail attending 
five different lectures, which are usually held once a week 
and are not available, only un a spasmodic basis. 

If you want to know where to get on a course ap^ly at the 
neeresi provincial fisli and wiMHfe bnanc^i t>ffice. There may 
be a waiting perUxl. The new manual for the shortened 
course won't even be available until the middle of June.

The new order-ln-councU applies only to residents of Van¬ 
couver Island and makes it mandatory fcK* 14-year-olds to 
I take the training course to obtain a hunting or firearms li¬ 
cence. whether or not they have held hunting licmces pre- 
I viously. 

[ Those 15 years of age, or more, may be issued a hunting 
licence if they have held a hunting licence since they were 14 
I years old. Otherwise, they will have to take and pass the 
^course. 

But they may be issued a firearms licence without taking 
kite ctHirse, and thait would allow them to carry firearme tor 
jpurpoaes of target and trap shooting. 

Anyone who has (heir licence cancelled may be required 
I to complete the course. 

These new regulations a^ily only to Vancouver Island 
. residents. Elsewhere in British Columbia you cAn still get 
hunting licence without taking the course. 

Another new order-in-councU bans the use of helicopters 
! to transport wildlife, to hunt wildlife, or to transport hunters 
I on hunting expeditions.

OTTAWA <CP) — The gov- 
frnmmt took 'its first step 
Tuesday toward limiting elec¬ 
tion expenses, assisting can* 
didates and giving some tax 
relief to campaign contribu¬ 
tors. but there are no plans to 
tiisclose who contributors are. 

A long-awaited bill to deal 
with camiiaign expenses was 
introduced in the Commons 


Tuesday and, under it. parties 
would be required to file au¬ 
dited statements outlining all 
income and expenses. 

It is not expected the bill 
will be in force in tln>e for the 
next election, expected this 
year. 

The c(Mttribuiors wtxild be 
described in categories cor¬ 
porations. unions, indivkluais. 
etc.— but there would be no 
individual indmtiflcation. 

In producing the bill, an 
amendment to the Canada 
(Ilecttons Act, the government 
relied heavily on research by 
a 1965 outside c<wnmittee, 
headed by Montreal lawyer 
<Mt>honse Rarbetu, and to a 
lesser degree on a Commons 
committee study of last year. 

The government accepted 
the Barbeau committee’s 
suggestion that the names of 
lontrlbutors should not be 
made public — on grounds 
that donations could dry up, 
that there could be harass¬ 
ment from other parties an<l 
that it could seriously affect 
the traditional secrecy of the 
ballot. 

New Democrat leader 
David l^ewis told reporters 
the legislation should require 
the disclosure of can^)aign 
contributors. 

Under the legislation, the 
amount of money that can be 
spent on television and radio 
advertising would be limited. 
It follows the recommen¬ 
dation of the Commons com- 
mitee in saying that every 
TV station, radio station and 
cable TV service with produc¬ 
tion facilities would be re- 
quireci to provide S^ hours 
time. This time would be ajv 
|)orlioned among the parties 
hy the Canadian Radio 
Television Commission. 

There would be no restric¬ 
tion on newspaper advertis¬ 
ing.

In their native South .American 
home, begonias are accustomed to con¬ 
siderable atmosphere humidity, and 
our summer air is inclined to be a^ little 
on the dry side for them.

Begonia Care 


EarUer ihit season I gave detailed 
instruetiona on how to lUK begonia 
bulbs Into growth, together with some 
■ notes on. the classes and varieUes ot 
tl^ese lovely plants, so useful.tor provid- * 
ing color in the shaded portioni of the 
garden. I (eel It is about time now u> 
provide some no^es on their subsequent 
care. 

Begonias are not at all difficult to 
manage, and if given a few small alien- 
Uoni they should provide gorgeous 
blooms in (hose problem beds and 
planters around the north side of tiie 
house. 

Ibey should also dcvdup svimc nice 
bulbs for lifting and storing this fall. 

These plants do best in rather cool 
conditions. They appi'ecTate a little 
morning sunshine, but should have 
some shade during tlie hottest part of 
the day. A fairly thick mulch over the 
surface of the bed between the jdanu 
will help create the cool, moist, woodsy 
conditions they favor. llaU-rollcd com¬ 
post. leafmould or ordinary peat moss 
make good mulching materials. 

t t * 

Except (or the chsarf multiflor^ 
kinds, the plants tend to become a bit 
lull and floppy as tlie season 
pmgresscs. and x\ in need some supiort 
Thin bamboo canes are good, placed as 
unobtrusively as possible, and by h^xik- 
ing U)e leaves around such a cane, no 
tying should be hcccssary. 


In their native Sout^ American 
home, begonias are accustomed to cop- 
slderable atmospheric humidity, and 
our summer air is inclined to be a little 
. on the dry side for them. For tint 
reas.m. it Is a g.x>d idea to treat them 
to a mlsty.^ overhead spray of clear 
water in the evening following a hot,* 
dry day. Don't worry* a^t wetting Uie 
foliage or the flowers it won't hurt 
them in the least. 

Watering the roots can be a bit 
tricky, (or the begonia is a^shaIlow root¬ 
er and n isn't easy to maintain an 
even, only-ju^R-muiM conditiun in such 
shallow soil; this is why a surface 
mulch is so useful and effective. 

But while begonias should never be 
allowed to become bone dry. by the 
same token tliey cannot tolerate a 
s .;rgy. waterlogged soil. It is a cummirn 
thing for over-watered plants to develop 
brown patches in the leaves, caused by 
a lack of air in a too-wet soil 
A * * 

The {ceding of begonias is some'uhat 
cnticai bx), but here the plant co¬ 
operates by putting up signals to in¬ 
dicate whether it is getting Uh> niuch or 
too little food in its diet. 

l'ndcr.sizcvl leaves <in 4 an almiirmal' 
ly pale green color is a sure sign of 
nialmilrition. while a bluish or purplish 
tmgc m ttie leaf indicates a touch of in¬ 
digestion from overfeeding. 

As 1 have mentioned before, begon¬ 


ias seent to have a special fondness (or 
seafood in their diet, w'hich is rather 
peculiar in natives of tropical inland 
nvuuntamsidcs. Etirtunately. there is do ; 
lack of suitable fertdtzers which hav 6 
their origin in the sea. &.)ine..guod.Aiaaa— 
are Alginurc seaweed extract. Blue 
Whale and several brands of liquid fish 
fertilizer. Apply in water, mbcing ac- 
c ending to Uic diroctions w the lal>el, ot 
perha[>s a little weaker and a little of- 
tener then the recommended dosage. 

* ♦ ★ 

As each big double male blossom de¬ 
velops. you will notice his insignificant 
little single- flowet'ed w*ifc alongside: 
some bloom.<v arc i>olygamous and hav*e 
two wives. These female blossoms, each 
with a triangular ovary or embryo seed 
cai>sule Just behind the flower, contrib¬ 
ute nothing to the display. I'heir func¬ 
tion is to make seeds, and as any seeds 
formed must be at the expense of the 
bulb. Uicse small single flowers should 
be picked off as they ai>()ear. 

Begonias seldom need spraying, as 
Imgs ckaiT seem to be overly fond of the 
tough leaves. The tubers, thougli. are 
often invaded by grubs and soil larvae, 
anl It is good insurance to give Uic 
{daiits an occasional deep watering 
with diaziixm emulsion, two table- 
spxinfuils per galk>n. and about two 
cui fulls i)cr jHani, pouix'd ai'ound the 
roots slowly uhen tlio soil is already 
damp to a ^Ajod deijUi.
